ZALREANS HARASS ZAMBIANS--Zairean soldiers patrolling the border with 
Zambia are allegedly confiscating bicycles from Zambians travelirg near 
‘he border at gunpoint, Zambian customs officials at Sakania becder post 
near Ndola have confirmed, Already five bicycles have been grabbed from 
residents of Kawam township in Ndola, Two of the bicycles were confis-~- 
cated last Wednesday and three last Friday, The seizure of bicycles by 
the Jairean soldiers was first brought to light by Kawama constituency 
chairman Mr Morris Mutale, The Zairean soldiers are patrolling the border 
area with Zambia and according to some officials in the area, they have no 
transport of their own and have allegedly resorted to seizing bicycles 
from Zambian travelers near the border. Mr Mutale said over the weekend 
the seizure of bicycles started last week. "We are really having problems 
in this area, We have been trying to get to the bottom of the issue and 
have already reported the matter to the regional office," said Mr Mutale,. 
He said Zambianse who ventured near the border wither to go to their fields 
or to burn charcoal were now being harassed by the Zairean soldiers, 
Immigration officer-in-charge at Sakania, Mr John Lukuzhi, said he held 
discussions with the commander of the soldiers at the frontier last Friday 
which dealt with the problems he experienced with Zaireans crossing in and 
out of the country.

MAIDOU'S, AYANDHO'S REMOVAL CAUSES SPECULATION 
London WEST AFRICA in English 15 Sep 80 pp 1798, 1799 


[Text] The removal from office of two of the more unpopular members of 
President Dacko's government has only served to raise the level of specu- 
lation in Bangui to an even greater intensity than is usually the case. 
Speaking to some members of the media recently, Presider’ "acko failed 

to explain precisely why the former Vice-President, M x Maidou and 
the Prime Minister M. Ayandho were sacked at the end August. He 
limited himself to the observation that he would havi eferred not to 
change the government for two years, but these two men uu decome too 
unpopular. The President had reshuffled the government in mid-July. 


The signs of some government changes were evident well before the 
decision to remove these two ministers and place them under house arrest. 
On July 11, when the new cabinet was announced, the positions of Prime 
Minister and Vice-President were left open. This encouraged the view 
that the President was giving way to public pressure. 


It is clear that M. Ayandho was always extremely unpopular in Bangui. 
However, there was evidence that M. Maidou was regaining some respect 
after being tainted by his association with Bokassa. He was the fallen 
Emperor's last Prime Minister. At the end of Juiy he gave a radio 
interview in vshich he asserted that he had asked the French to intervene 
in order to remove Bokassa. By saying this, he stakes a political claim 
to the succession to power ir tie R. iblic. Nor did his claim contra- 
dict the intentions of President Dacko who had envisaged M. Maidou as a 
possible successor. M. Maidou is only forty-four years old and highly 
regarded by many. 


However, in the course of the interview M. Maidou expressed his support 
for multi-party politics. An opinion which caused considerable excite- 
ment at th. Presidency where political opposition has been brushed aside 
and where ‘t was also known that M. Maidou had participated in the 
drawing up of a new constitution--still to be published--in which he 
supported the creation of a one-party state. The Vice-President's 
comments immediately received the favourable attention of the Movement 
Centrafricain pour les Libertes Democratiques which acts as an umbrella

The Minister's warning, coming at a time when workers, especially in the 
private sector, are being threatened with redundancy, should be viewed 
with all the seriousness it requires, 


Time and again, we have cautioned against the dangers of unnecessary 
retrenchment which is prevalent in private companies. 


Apart from compounding the unemployment problem for the country, retrench- 
ment brings woes to many families and contributes to social decadence such 
as stealing and wandering. 


It is against this background that the fiat principle is necessary, to 
ensure that the employer's retrenchment exercise is justified.

For, one would lik» to ask whether it is impossible to keep the workers 
on “subsistence” with part of the profits accumulated over the years until 
the raw materials arrive for production to improve again.

On the other hand, is it not appropriate for the workers, if they are 
mostly factory hands, to be redeployed on farms set up by the management’

MmMgement to retrench employees by hiding behind the import licence 
"problem," 


The nation cannot accept any moves that would worsen the unemployment 
situation and adversely affect the economy.

LNNOVATIVE MOLASSES-STRAW COMBINATION COULD BE USED AS FODDER 
Brussels SPECIAL L'EVANTAIL in French 12-18 Sep 80 pp 29-30 


(text) Lt is appalling! An independent agronomist, specializing in 
missions for UN agencies such as the FAO, is hard put to hide his frustra- 
tion, even though he has seen everything from the time he started traveling 
to the four corners of the world, After the Congo, it was Haiti, then 
Burundi,..and now it is Mali, 


In the course of his wissions, this agronomist must understand not only 
problems affecting the poor implementation of FAO and UN-financed projects, 
but also the root causes for them, This is not always due to technical 
factors. 


Thus with sugar cane, a problem which has awakened his interest in Mali. 
This country bathed by the Niger River acquired its independence at the 
beginning of the sixties, The French, who were aware of the exceptional 
micro-climate it enjoyed precisely because of the existence of the Niger, 
had developed the cultivation of sugar cane. This is a relatively simple 
process and is very much needed in the economy of countries such as Mali. 
Sugar cane produces an income of 800,000 Malian francs per hectare, as 
against 200,000 francs per hectare of rice, Moreover, Mali used to be an 
importer of sugar. The main by-product of sugar cane, molasses, is also 
very profitable, Thus, our agronomist was astonished to find out that 
7,000 tons of molasses are poured into the canals each year. He notes 
that the country, despite the presence of the Niger, is often affected by 
drought. Cattle are dying in neighboring Sudan. It is precisely on the 
border between Mali and Sudan that molasses are poured out. And yet, the 
agronomist remarks, 40,000 hectares of rice produce one ton of straw, one- 
fourth of which is used as fodder for the cattle, Studies have proved that 
“sugar-straw," a mixture of straw and molasses, is an excellent source of 
food for cattle... 


Meanwhile, entire herds are succumbing to the drought, especially in the 
Timbuctu region! The Malian government, obviously overwhelmed by the 
existing problem, has never thought of keeping the molasses or the rice- 
straw--which, more often than not, is burned--to produce food for cattle 
that could prove indispensable during periods of severe drought. 
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So it is that this agronomist is raising the alarm; he is impatiently 
awaiting the agreement of the World bank for which he is now working, to 
perfect the organization of 4 system to mix molasses and straw, Lt may 
well be that the fate of an entire region hangs in the balance,

in the end, however, it would appear chat in some ways the gining companies 
held sway, for although the brown Commission agreed that there should be 
an evaluation of jobs to determine rates of pay, the report also agreed 
that some of the functions of certain jobs should be fragmented, 


Inevitably this has led to the frustration of those Zambians who have 
taken over expatriates’ jobs since such jobs show that some of their 
Original responsibilities have been virtually downgraded, 


Mr Chewe saic this was common in the highly technical fields where the 
@ining companies “seem not io have much faith in the Zambians who have 
the qualifications to ably perform such jobs.” 








What he concedes to have put the MUZ in a fix is that it has no say in 

the conditions of service for the senior staff managers, Their conditions 
of service are pegged to international rates of pay, This has created a 
@isunderstanding between cambian @anagerse and the ordinary @iners, 


Although the MU is represented on the job evaluation panel for the general 
payroll staff, it is generally conceded that their participation is neo. 
effective enough since the union has tne expertise to contribute, It 
fellows therefore, that CiS8 analysts, whe im the ma’: are contract estat, 
have the final .ay in the rating of the jobs, 


it is probably indicative of the MUZ's distrust uf CISB that the recent 
agreement between the union and the copper mining employers noted: “Both 
parties have already agreed that a complete review of the industry job 
system should be undertaken and that an outside consulting firm should be 
engaged with cepresentatives of both parties to achieve the desired ob jec- 
tives,” 


MUZ officials have conceded that the exercise would be costiy, but are 
prepared to go ahead. Om their part the mining industry through CISB are 
braced for battle, Last week they announced that two job evaluation experts 
would be brought at a cost of K3e,000 each 4 year to advise them on the 
scheme,

BRITISH AGRICULTURAL AlD--The British government is to give Zambia K20 
million in agricultural aid, British High Commissioner to Zambia, Mr 

John Johnson, said this in Livingstone yesterday when he met Southern 
Province political secretary, Mr Axon Soko, Mr Johnson was in Living- 
stone to present sewing machines to the Maramba Catholic Church sponsored 
dressmaking project. He said British aid to Zambia was in the agriculture, 
health and education sectcrs and last year his country gave Zambia K54 
million in aid. The K20 million aid was part of more British aid to the 
country for the integrated rural development projects in the Central, 
Southern and Northern provinces. Mr Johnson said Britain was willing to 
assist Zambia because it was satisfied with the way the country used its 
resources in development, With the improvement of the British economy his 
government would be ready to increase its credit facilities to other indus- 
tries in Zambia such as mining which, he said, were doing well. Mr Soko 
told Mr johnson that British aid to Zambia was needed to generate employ-

IRISH TEAM PLEDGES ALD--An Irish company--Devmpco Limited--has pledged to 
offec personnel and long-term training to Zambians in a bid to accelerate 
agricultural development and related industries. Managing director, Mr 
Flann McGinley, made the pledge in Lusaka yesterday and said Zambia had 
tae potential to develop her agricultural industry because it had fertile 
land and abundant water, Speaking in an interview, Mr McGinely, who is 
part of a five-man Irish export board which arrived in Zambia yesterday, 
said he was here to discuss with the Ministry of Agriculture and Water 
Development, Rural Development Corporation and Indeco, the possibilities 
for the development of agriculture, livestock and the processing of agri- 
cultural raw materials, "We feel we have some insight into the Zambian 
Government's policies for the development of agriculture in particular, 
and the rural areas in general. "We are here not merely to write studies 
but we can provide all the necessitie; for the implementation of agricul- 
tural programmes, including training technical personnel," he said, He 
noted that Zambia's agricultural development needed cash from the inter- 
national community to help emergent commercial farmers. [Text] [Lusaka

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LINTCO NEEDS HELP--Choma governor Mr Crosbery Chibanga has appealed to 
Government departments and parastata!’ organisations to assist Lintco 
collect cotton from rural areas by providing Cransport. Mr Chiganga 
made the appeal when he opened a district development council meeting on 
Thursday, saying large quantities of cotton worth several thousands of 
Kwacha were still uncollected from rural areas, He said reports had reached 
him that Lintco did not have sufficient transport to haul the cotton for 
storage along the line-of-rail. Cotton farmers would be discouraged if 
their produce was destroyed when they were being asked to grow more food 
and other cash crops like cotton, he said, Mr Chiganga said Government 
departments and parastatal organieetions should provide transport to help

ENERGY REPORT--Zambia can save energy on the mines by changing to auto- 
genous processes using the heat wave of ore concentrates in copper smelt- 
ing, a World Bank report on energy in the developing countries has said. 
The report, published by the bank and released in Lusaka notes that 
developing countries with relatively high levels of energy consumption 
such as Zambia, were major producers of the energy-intensive industrial 
products such as copper, Zambia could save five to ten percent of energy 
on copper in the 1980s thre gh simple changes and improvements in produc- 
tion processes such as *‘e recovery of by-products or the installation of 
waste heat boilers, and insulation. These energy savings could be achieved 
within two or three years through improved management and personnel train- 
ing in maintenance, Some of the measures to save energy in Third World 
countries required little or no investment, an example of which is the 
removal of government price regulations which in many countries prevent 

the economic pricing of energy products, the report notes, The greatest 
scope for curbing the growth of energy demand in Zambia was in the indus- 
trial sector as out of the total commercial energy consumption, about 35 
percent was in this area, says the report.

TIMBER LMPORTS TO END--Zambia may become self-sufficient in construction 
timber if research being conducted by the Forest Product Division in Kitwe 
succeeds, it was reported yesterday, In a paper presented yesterday to a 
Zambia Forestry Association seminar at Mwekera Forest College, a forestry 
expert, Mr Allan Mann said “ambia was experiencing a critical shortage of 
home grown construction timber and as a result the company spent millions 
of Kwacha in foreign exchange. Although the country imported timber 
from neighboring countries, some of it was unsuitable for construction and 
this was “hy it was important for the country to develop her own timber, 
he said. According to the paper, it would not have been necessary to 
import timber if eucalyptus trees were allowed to grow for more than 52 
years, The goney spent on importing timber would have instead been inves- 
ted in appropriate saw milling machinery, he said, Mr Mann said lack of 
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sawmill eq: ipment was hampering progress in research, Orders for such 
machinery, placed two years ago, had not been sanctioned by the Forestry

weekend that the aliens were picked up from Golden Peacock night club last 
Wednesday, bec.:.se they entered the country illegally and would be taken 
to court and «d. ported after serving their sentences, He said he hoped the 
sick aliens would never come back to Zambia "for their mischief" after 
going through this kind of treatment.
